D'TISEETIONS FROM THE NA VY. 

If it be to the advantage of this city 
and vicinity to have Her Majesty's 
ships rendezvous at Esquimalt and to 
liavG that port continued as tho chief 
naval station of the Pacifip^ it becomes 
the duty of the police auihoritids, no 
less than tho inhabitants, to assist the 
naval autliorities in reducing tho num- 
ber of de.sorlioiis to tlie iiiinimuiii. A 
reward is puiJ by the Imiinrial govorn- 
ment for tlie apprehension of deserters, 
but that has not always prevented, on 
occasions, a consiJorablo exodus of 
sailors, who. have been tonipted to leave 
the service by the j)romiso of cni[)loy- 
ment south of tho line. Wlietiier it 
would be advi.';al)le or proper to supnlc- 
mcnt this reward from the provincial 
treasury must be iefl to the judgnient 
of this government to say; but tho 
augmentation of the police force for 
tho purpo.se of ])revnnting crimping 
and desertion certainly comes within 
Iheir purview. Esquimalt has but a 
single constable, and ho was lately de- 
tailed for special duty on the east coast, 
returning after the flagship arrived on 
the station. We. throw out a sugges- 
tion' for an increase of the police 
f<)rce in the hope that it will bo urged 
pa ' the government by the business 
people who are largely interested in 
haTing the fleet remain here, which 
it certainly will not do if rigorous 
steps be not adopted to assist in retain 
ing the crews. - .

imrCTAL REPORT OF THE 

SEn-zir-ozn:?. 



A STUopais of Its Oontonts. 



Ottawa, April 9. — The report of 
Sandford . Pleaiing, Engincer-in-Chief 
of the Canadian Pacific Bailway, ad- 
dressed to the Minister of Eailways 
and Canals, has been printed. The 
following- is a synopsis of its con- 
tents : — 

EXPLORATIONS I.V XOIITUERN 1)1!ITI3£I 
COLirilBIA AND THE PEACE RIVKn DIS- 
TRICT. 

In April last ho was notified that 
the Government had decided, previous 
to the determination' of 'liny route, to 
make additional examination of the 
northern passes and of tho country 
which flanks both sides of tho moun- 
tains. Tho extent of territory embrac- 
ed was the country between tho longi- 
tude of Edmonton east of the Rocky 
Mountains and Port Simpson on the 
Pacific. The objects of the examina- 
tion were to discover the most favour- 
able route from the coast of the Peace 
River district, on tho eastern side of 
the mountains, and thence to the line 
already . Iqcated,, near Edmonton; to 
gain full informatioa with regard to 
Port Simpson, its advantages and dis- 
advantages as a harbour ; to verify 
tho reports as to Wark Inlet being 
navigable by ocean sailing shi|)s ; to 
ascertain how far tho country lying be- 
tween the head of that sheet of water 
and the Eiver Skcona and the valley 
of the Skeena itself were suitable for 
a railway line, and to obtain such de- 
finite information respecting tho na- 
ture of a portion of the lino accessible 
to steaincr.s from the ocean as would 
admit of a contract for construction 
being at once let in the event of a nor- 
thern route being chosen. Tho exam- 
ination really involved the determina- 
tion of the problem whether the choice 
of tho Burrard Inlet route should be 
sustained or abaiidoucd, and if cou- 
btruGtion should bo inimedintnly com- 
niftuccd on the southern or on a nor- 
thern lino. As time was an element 
in tho problem it was arranged that 
the examinations should be energeti- 
cally carried out, and that as soon a.s 
the information was obtained a synop- 
sis of it should be sent uy telegraph 
from Edmonton to Ottawa. Before 
the end of September the information 
was received and laid before the Gov- 
ernment. On the 4th October an Or- 
der in Council was passed ratifying 
the adoption of the route via YelloT- 
head Pass to Burrard Inlet, and the 
sections from Yale to Savoua's Ferry 
placed under contract. The examina- 
tions made during tho past season havo 
established that Port Simpson is a 
commodious, well sheltered harbour. 
It is to some extent exposed to south- 
west winds, but the roll of tho ocean 
is broken on the reefs, which here 
form a natural breakwater. It has 
good approaches, and is easy of access 
at nil conditions of tho tide. A rail- 
way can be carried from Port Simtjson 
by way of Wark Inlet to tho River 
Skeena, and thence by the valley of 
that river a distance of 180 miles 
to Hazelton, at tho Forks. A trial 
location of sixty miles of the line has 
been made from the navigable waters 
of Walk Inlet, plans and profiles pre- 
pared and approxiBaato quantities com- 
puted, with the view of placing a sec- 
tion undftr contract had a northern 
been adopted. The distance from 
Lake Superior to Port Sloody, Bur- 
rard Inlet, is l,9't5 miles; measured 
from Lake Superior to Port Simpson 
by route No. 1, 2,170 miles; estimated 
No 2 route, 2,200 miles ; No. 3 route, 
2,135 miles. The^hortest of tho three 
routes to Port Simpson is that by 
Peace River, starting by a common 
point such as l^ort Saskatchewan, east 
of the mountains. All exceed in length 
the line to Burrard Inlet. To Port 
Simpson via Peace River Pass is 190 
miles longer, via Yellowhead Pass is 
225 miles longer, and via Pine River 
Pass is 255 miles longsr. 

As for the extent of the fertile land 
there is no difference of oi)inion. East 
of the mountain chain tho Peace River 
plateau is marked by great fertility of 
soil over a wide area. The rivers which 
drain the plateau run in deeply eroded 
channels, sometimes fiTjm six to seven 
hundred feet below the general level. 
The fertile plateau is an elevation of 
two thousand feet above tho level of 
the sea. West of Smoky River, both 
to the south and north of Peace River, 
there are extensive areas of prairie 
country, either perfectly open and cov- 
ered with more or less luxuriant grass, 
or dotted with patches of copse and 
trees. The remainder of tho surface is 
generally occupied by second growth 
timber, more or leas dense. Some 
patches of the original forest remain, 
particularly in the river valley.g. They 
are composed of much larger trees, 
chiefly coniferous, among which the 
black spruce is most abundant. Hand- 
some groves of old and largo balsam 
poplars are also to bo found in some 
of the valleys, Though a large pro- 
portion of the prairie land is immedi- 
ately available from an agriculural 
poiut of view, much of the region now 
covered with second growth and forest 
will eventually bo .equally valuable. 
East of the Smoky river second growth 
wood prevails. Tho forcst land is that 
bordering on the valley of the Artha- 
baska. The luxuriance of the natural 
vegetation on the praiiiga is described 
as truly wonderful, and indicates not 
only the fei'jility_pf^ fhe soil, but the 
occurence of" sufiici^nt rainfall.-' The 
whole region is well adapted for stock- 
raising, but the explorers do not es- 
tablish beyond question its adaptability 
for the systematic growth of the higher 
cereals. Dr. Dawson, of the Geologi- 
cal Survey, is of opinion thnt the 
length and warmth of the season is 
sufliciont to ripen wheat, oats, and 
barley, and all ordinary root crops and 
[Vegetables. 'bultivatim advances

Beds of coal of a workable character, 
it is believed, occur in difloront parts 
of the Peace River country.

However, sholiW^ifc be desirable to 
construct a branch to Peace River 
from some point on the mainland east 
or west of Edmonton, the late ex- 
aminations havo established that such 
a lino is perfectly feasible.

, KEW BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill intituled "An Act to amend 
the Assessment Acts of the Province." 
Leave was granted and the bill read a 
fa-st time. Second reading on Tuesday 
next. 

CA.SalAll IIAFL SDUVICE. 

^Ir. G.iUagher moved that a respectful 
address be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant-governor, praying that ho will 
recommend to tho Dominion government 
the absolute necessity of establishing a 
monthly mail between Victoria and Doaso 
Tmvn, Ca.s3iar. 

Tho movur alluded to tho necessity of a 
regular mail and stated that the isolation 
of tho district from tho outside world for 
so long a period as eighteen consecutive 
months was a great hardship to tho resi- 
dents there. The district contributed 
hantlsomely to the revenue and it was 
surely entitled to mail oommuuicatioi^ 

Tho motion was carried. 

MUNICIPALITBS. 

Mr. Wilson moved that it is. desirable 
tho government bring in a bill this session 
consolidating the Municipal Acts parsed 
since 1871. Tho mover thought it highly 
desirable that tho acts should bo consoli- 
dated as inidur the existing state of all'airs 
much difficulty was found by even good 
men who wore elected as councillors to 
place a proper interpretation on tho acts. 
Even the city barrister of Victoria often 
found it a hard matter to put a proper 
construction on the acts. He did not ask 
tho government to go back further than 
1871, but since that date no less than 14 
or 16 amending acts had been passed and 
as tho attorney goner.al had a particular 
liking for putting things straight ho had 
no apprehension that ho would oppose 
the motion. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Qal^$ 
braith. 

Mr. Abrams would support tho motion 
if the consolidation included municipal 
acts passed this session. Ho had one al- 
ready before tho House. 

Mr. Smitho thought that tho important 
matter could not bo properly attended to 
during the present session. Last session 
tho government had promised to bring 
down a consolidated act for this, sos^ioni 
but it was not forthcoming. Ho was 
fully awfvre of tho importance and neces- 
sity of the work, but if the government 
had not already prepared an act ho hoped 
tho hon. member who had introduced the 
motion would give tho governmout till 
next session to do so. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that the cele» 
brated 15 puzzle was an easy task com- 
pared with what the mover asked tlio at- 
torney general to undertake. It would be 
a moral impossibility to perform tho work 
this session. 

Mr. Galbraith asked the mover to 
amend his resolution so as tu afford the 
government time during the recess to ac- 
complish tho task. 

Tho attorney-general said tho labor 
would bo enormous. Tliia lie knew from 
experience in the consolidation of other 
acts. Ho h.ad no objection, howovsr, to 
undertake the work in proper time. 

Mr. Wilson in reply contended that it 
was the duty of the Government to 
straighten out acts which wcro found to 
bo in such a lamentable moss as tho laws 
relating to municip.alities. Tho people 
paid the Government for such work and 
it was tho duty of the' Government to 
grapplo with it at once and not to put it 
off from session to session. As tho Gov- 
ernment, however, iiogloctod the work 
during tho recess, he would bo happy to 
amend his motion as requested. He hop- 
ed tluat tho finance minister, whoso duty 
was principally signing checks— a mere 
mechanical work— would place at the dis- 
posal of the premier a portion of his un- 
occupied time aa well as his knowledge of 
municipal matters. He trusted .also that 
the finance minister, instead of being an 
obstruction to the consolidation, would as- 
sist it. (Laugliter.) 

Tho motion, as amended, then passed. 

-..TDE ESTIMATE.S. 

Hon. Mr. Be.aven presented a message 
from tho Liout. -Governor accnnipanicd 
bj- tho estimates. 

Tho finance minister, before moving the 
House into committee of supply, said he 
would offer a few remarks on the finan- 
cial condition of tho countay. He con- 
sidered that it was a matter for congratu- 
lation that tho expenditure had not ex- 
ceeded the revenue. The thanks of the 
country were due those members who had 
so loyally supported tho Government, 
for had it not boon fortlmt support tho Gov- 
ernment could not have made such a sat- 
isfactory financial statement. Whilst ex- 
penditure had been kept within its legiti- 
mate limits tho funded debt of tho Pro- 
vince had been reduced somo §35,000 — a 
very important item. Tho accounts of 
tho Province had been presented to 
March 31st or. virtually to April lat, a 
thing that had never ' been done before. 
They would show that during tho last 15 
months no less than §120,000 had been 
paid on public debt account. For sal- 
aries $90,000 had boon expended during 
the 15 months, whereas a year or two ago 
s.alaries cost tho Province ,$120,000 for 
twelve months. About §14,000 had gone 
for legislation, but this was within the 
amount allowed; gaols and public institu- 
tions had cost §9,000; hospitals and 
charities §17,200; administration of jus- 
tico $30,000; and education 852,000. 
Tlie total amount expended on 
public works was 8112,000. The 
estimated revenue for tho ensuing 
year was §392,000, out of which .$94,000 
woul;l be spent on public works. Tho re- 
venue to bo derived from land sales was 
small — §25,000— as compared with th,e las', 
estimate. Although the edvernment had 
continued to keep expenditure within the 
limits of revenue, he would state that 
they had defrayed many liabilities for 
whioh they were not thorasolves respon- 
sible. Ho would now move the House 
into committee of supply. ' 

Mr. Smithe said it was a most unusual 
thing for a finance minister, when pre- 
senting estimates, to accompany them with 
a apoeoii on the financial condition of the 
country. From ono standpoint it might 
be a subject for congratulation that ex- 
penditure arid revenue had been nearly 
equalized, but other considerations should 
not be lost sight of. The government 
should not- placo itself in a position of re- 
fusing to pay just liabilities for the mero 
sake of showing an equalization of revenue 
and expenditure. This^ however, the 
government had , done,/. for it was well 
Known-iHdt i^yinent 'ofla - large • amount 
due on cofferdam account was withhold, 
and that of course enabled tho govern- 
ment to show that thoro was just so much 
more money in the treasury. At first sight 
tho statement of the govornmont made it 
appear that on cofferdam account they had 
some §3,000 or §4,000 to their credit, but 
in the end such, they all knew, would not 
bo, tho case. Instead of .the province sus- 
taining damage to tho' eitent of ' $10,000 
or ^ISjOOOlby; the' nfenL-doniplotionfi'ijfathe 



cofferdam withiDc^h8-^,ci%^-.timo, he 
was lirnily of belief lhaf tho country was 
better off than if it had been so finished. 
Even now it was completed tho govern- 
ment were not ready to gu on witii diy- 
dock work and probably would not be 
for several months. Aa a matter of fair, 
play, therefore, they had no right to de- 
bit Reed Bros. & Co. JwitW^jOOO for 
damages and bring themselves in' credit- 
ors. It had boon by such moans a.s this 
that the government were able to show an 
equalization. The hon. gentleman then 
referred to the smallness of tho amounts 
set down for public works, tho largest bo- 
ing §3,874 for Yalo district. Tho govern- 
ment did not appear to realize the import- 
ance of keeping tho roads in repair, for it 
was in tho country districts that rotrencli- 
niont was most noticoablo. Tlio inorcaao 
in last year's land sales had also lielpod 
tho government to make its balance sheet 
and tho "squeezing" process which they 
applied to poor settlors ha d played no un- 
important part therein. The government 
did not feel and did not caro how cruelly 
this process operated; but tho farmers 
had to mortgage their farms or raise tho 
money as best they could to pay heavy 
taxes and prevent tho imposition of a 
usurious rate of interest. Taking, there- 
fore, into consideration the dospioablo 
moans to wliich tho government had re- 
sorted to bring down a clean balsnco shoot 
and make it appear that expenditure and 
revenue had been equalized ho could not 
congratulate the government on tho result. 
As he did not wish to delay tho business 
of tho House, ho would not, therefore, 
oppose tho motion, Ho would have an- 
other occasion of reviewing tho policy of 
tho government. 

lion. Mr. Walkoin said Mr. Speaker 
Triuible had ruled otlierwise. 

Mr. Mara said that the attorney gen- 
oral had not put the case fairly. If tho 
decision of Mr. Speaker Trimble was 
wrong when it was given it should not bo 
taken as right now. If his memory 
served him, however, Mr. Speaker Trim- 
ble subsequently admitted that his ruling 
was wrong and it was rescinded. Ho (Mr. 
iSIar.a) whilst not wishing to delay tho 
business of the country, must protest 
against tho estimates being suddenly 
placed before the House and hon. mem- 
bers being aslccd to immediately discuss 
them. 

Mr. Ash that the course pursued by tho 
government was altogether unusual and 
tha'i it was not right that members should 
00 gagged. He would move that the dis- 
cussion bo adjourned until Monday next. 

Mr. Galbraith in )Vod in amendment 
that it bo adjourno '. until 11 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem protested against 
the insinuation offered by tho member for 
Comox. Ho was constantly making such 
remarks, and unless ho was a member of 
the Govornment would .always bo found 
in tho Opposition. 

Mr. Ash — Like yourself. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Tho hon. member 
was elected to support the Govornment 
and is recreant to his pledges.

Mr. Wdlianis said ho quite approved of 
the proposed adjournment of the consider- 
ition of the question until Monday.

To clatso 7 Sir. Ferguson moved an 
amendment that tho rate at whioh tho 
water .should be sold to miners bo fixed 
at 16 instead of 20 cents an inch as in the 
bill, He considered the rate asked was 
exorbitant. The estimated cost of the 
ditch W..8 §60,000. .His opinion was that ii 
would cost much less. The revenue of 
tho company would bo §1,000 a day for 
200 day.-j in a year. Capital was required 
to carry out tho enterprise, but this bill 
would mihtate against the interests of tht, 
district at large. These diggings 
would pay §5 a day, but at the rate pro- 
posed to bo charged for water they 
would not pay individual minors to work. 
He thought 10 cents sufficient; but was 
willing to concede IB cents. 

Mr. Beaven said two days' notico^o^yho 
aniendmeht was necessary.' ' ' ' " ' ** .

THE COMMONS. 

April 9th. 

Just before tho Speaker loft tho chair, 
at 6 o'clock. Sir Cha8.'.Tupper presented 
a hastily printed report fjom tho engineer 
in chief of tho Canada Pacific railway.
